Jonesboro, III., May 26—The city of 
Carlo, 111., was nearly swept off of the 
lace of the earth this morning. 
A oyclone and cloudburst did the 
work. 
Many people were killed, and great 
damage was done. 
The loss of life will be heavy, but 
no details have been received. 
There Is no communication with the 
stricken town. 
A messenger was sent to this city with 
th e news, and Cario cannot be reached, 
as all the wires are down. 
The message says th a t the damage 
done was complete.) 
Brick blocks offered no resistance 
to the gale and wooden buildings 
tw isted up like paper when the storm 
struck. 
Houses, bridges, telephone and tole 
graph wires were leveled. 
The wreck is complete and many 
people have been killed and inj aired 
A telegraph line is being built to 
th at city from this place as fast aa 
possible. 
Carlo is the county seat of Alexan­ 
der county. 
It has a population of 
10,324 and is a m anufacturing city. 
The Illinois Central Railway bridge 
across the river, is one of the features 
th a t has made the tow n well known 
and it is supposed th at this bridge was 
wrecked. 
No further details can be 
had until the ^telegraph line is re­ 
placed.

Monday evening and entirely wiped it 
off the earth, destroying all the build­ 
ings and leaving death and destruction 
in its trail. The storm also struck the 
village of Thomas and destroyed about 
a dozen buildings, including the Hotel 
Johnson, the McDermott and the large 
apple dryer, and a great njany dwelling 
houses. 
Many farm buildings are de­ 
stroyed, but no news can be obtained 
from the country on account of the 
roads being blocked with fallen trees, 
etc. It is believed that the number of 
dead and wounded will reach nearly a 
hundred. 
Pontiac, Mich., May 26.—The country 
in the vicinity of this city was given its 
first taste of a cyclone Monday evening, 
and the little village of Thomas has 
been wiped from the face of the earth. 
Metamora and Oakwood were also 
touched up and their inhabitants badly 
frightened, some being injured, and a 
track 
of 
devastation left to within 
three-fourths of a mile of Ortonville. 
The telephone and telegraph wires be­ 
tween here and those places are all 
down and the only data of the work of 
the cyclone is furnished by survivors 
who have come here for shelter. But 
from 
comparison of their stories 
it 
seems certain that from fourteen to 
eighteen lives have been lost. The fol­ 
lowing names of the dead at Thomas 
have been reported by their neighbors, 
who escaped with their lives but lost

Detroit, Mich., May 26.—The 
most 
terrible cyclone which 
ever 
struck 
Michigan came from the west shortly 
before 9 o’clock Monday night. 
The 
first reports of the disaster were received 
from Odenville, in the northern cen­ 
tral portion of Oakland county. 
A tel­ 
ephonic message from there stated that 
no less than seventeen lives had been 
lost and a half-hundred persons in 
jured, while the town is practically 
wiped out of existence. 
The villages 
directly in the line of the storm are 
Thayer, Groveland, Austin, Brandon 
Seymour and Davisburg. 
A message from Clarkston said that 
there had been a large loss of life there 
and that Davisburg, 
Clarkston

Springfield had also a large list

killed and injured. 
It is feared that 
the greatest damage and loss of life oc­ 
curred at Metamora, in Lapeer county 
This is a populous town on the Michi 
gan Central, but all attempts to get 
communication with it by the railroad 
wire, the Western Union service or the 
telephone have proved futile. 
Mount Clemens, in Macomb county 
was given a bad scare, and while much 
property damage was done and a few 
injured, yet no loss of life resulted. The

Pittsburg, Pa., May 26.—Interest in 
this city is centered in the national 
prohibition covention, which opens 
Wednesday. 
The hotels are rapidly 
filling up with delegates and visitors. 
Those on the ground are considerably 
excited over the platform question, and 
one man—Editor Grandon of Adrian, 
Mich.—rose to remark that National 
Chairman Dickie was a traitor to his 
party because he refuses to vote for 
free silver. |Sx-Gov. St. John declares 
that Dickie’s position is emblematic of 
the subterfuges of the gold bugs 
“There is no question,” said Mr. Dickie, 
“about free silver being defeated. We 
have 
a 
safe majority.” Mr. Dickie 
thinks the attendance will reach several 
thousand. 
Mrs. Helen M. Gougar of Indiana is 
threatening to bolt if things do not go 
to suit her. “There are three things 
want,” said Mrs. Gougar. 
“They are 
prohibition, woman suffrage and a de-, 
nunciation of the financial policy of 
Carlisle and Sherman. If woman suf­ 
frage is dropped I will leave the party 
so quick it will make their heads swim 
I would go home and denounce the 
party for its action. If the convention 
fails to denounce the single gold 
standard I shall bolt 
the national 
ticket, but would support the 
state 
ticket and speak where the platform 
favors free silver.” 
The broad-gaugers are having some 
difficulty in getting together on the 
financial question. 
The majority of 
them have formulated a declaration 
which Judge Logan, of Ohio, and the 
Nebraska representatives say will be 
adopted by the committee on resolu­ 
tions. It reads thus: “We favor the is­ 
suing of a paper currency by the gen­ 
eral government, based on the credit of 
the nation, which shall be a full legal- 
tender payment of all debts, public and 
private. To meet contract obligations 
we favor the free and unlimited coinage 
of both gold and silver, at the ratio of 
16 to I, for the purpose of paying bonds 
which were contracted in coin.” 
Governor St. John and the extreme 
silverites think the above plank too 
tame and not as radical as the situation 
demands. The narrow-gauge men are 
generally opposed to any expression on 
the money question, but say that if 
something must be given out they will 
bring out the financial plank of the na­ 
tional platform of four years ago. 
The two factions are almost equally 
divided. There will be 1,081 delegates, 
541 being a majority. R. S. Thompson, 
of Ohio, has made a careful estimate by 
states of the broad-gauge strength. He 
claims 564. and in that includes all of 
Ohio, Indiana and Wisconsin, and thir­ 
ty votes in Illinois. Chairman Dickie’s 
table foots up over 600 for the narrow- 
gauge policy. He asserts that one-half 
of the Michigan delegation, a large ma­ 
jority im Wisconsin eighteen, in Ohio
